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Hospitalizations in Delaware

Between 2000-2004 and 2006-2010, the age-adjusted mortality rate for unintentional motor vehicle
traffic injuries declined by 16 percent, from 15.9 to 13.2 deaths per 100,000 population. The two age
groups with the highest 2006-2010 mortality rates also demonstrated the largest decreases between
2000-2004 and 2006-2010. Rates for decedents in the 15-24 and the 75 and older age groups
decreased by 39 and 28 percent respectively.

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Overall, the age-adjusted hospital discharge rate for unintentional motor vehicle traffic-related injuries
decreased 17 percent between 2000-2004 and 2006-2010, dropping from 100.2 to 82.8 stays per
100,000. Patients in the 15-24 age group had both the highest 2006-2010 rate, and the largest decline
in rates, dropping 32 percent between 2000-2004 and 2006-2010. Patients in the 25-34 and the 75 and
older age groups had the second and third highest rates after declines of 19 and 13 percent
respectively.
